Y  YNEN CUMBERED  by  wealdgfriends^r  the 
^  ties  of  Relationfhip  •  A  fervant  in  a  country 
Sphere  wages  are  not  high*  and  excited  by  a  curi- 
t>fity  nearly  irrefiftable,.with  my  ftaff  in  my  hand^ 
and  a  little  well  earned  money  in  my  pocket  J  left 
my  native  place,  on  the  1 8th  of  November  1788  ; 
intending  by  any  means  poffibleto  gratify  an  in, 
refutable  impulfe  of  vifiting  thofe  parts  of  the 
Ancient  World,  the  fcenes  of  fo  many  wonderful 
and  interefting  tranfadtions,  defcribed  in  the 
facred  pages  of  unerring  truth. 

I  went  on  board  the  Ship  Fame  at  Liverpool , 
and  after  a  very  ftormy  paflage  on  the  coafts 
of  Portugal ,  Spain,  and  Morrocco ,  arrived  at 
Genoa  s  the  Jfhip  much  fhattered,  and  one  man 
|  loft,  on  approaching  this  city  from  the  fea,  it 
has  a  very  fine  appearance,  Handing  on  the 
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declivity  of  the  hills,  the  houfes  which  are  very" 
high,  riling  regularly  one  above  the  other,  and 
are  not  blackened  with  the  coal  imoke  as  ar'e 
thofe  mEnglandythty  are  like wife  interfperfedwith 
many  final  1  vineyards,  the  ftreets  are  narrow,  and 
there  are  few  carriages,  the  women  being  cheifly 
carried  in  fedans. 

The  city  itfelf  is  inclofed  by  a  wall,  of  about 
fix  miles  in  circumference,  which  wall  is  alfo 
inclofed  by  another  of  about  fourteen,  which 
takes  in  the  hills  and  fuburbs,  it  has  a  commodi¬ 
ous  mole  which  may  be  locked  with  a  chain  at 
night,  and  a  lighthoufeon  a  rock,  which  m^kes 
a  very  good  appearance,  with  two  others,  one  at 
each  extremity  of  the  mole.  The  city  is  go¬ 
vern’d  by  a  Doge,  or  Chief  Magiftrate  whole 
office  continues  two  years,then  anotheris  chofen  : 
from  Genoa  I  went  by  water  to  Leghorn,  the 
diftance  is  about  one  hundred  and  thirty  miles ; 
here  is  an  Engliffi  Fadtory,  a  Chaplin,  and  a 
Conful,  it  is  a  place  of  great  trade;  but  there, 
being  no  antiquities  to  attadl  notice,  I  travelled 
on  to  Pifa ,  about  fourteen  miles  di'ftance  aloiig 
a  plain  good  road ;  at  this  place  is  feen  the 
Leaning  Power  fo  called,  on  account  of  its  lean¬ 
ing  fifteen  feet  off  its  perpendicular  ;  it  is  built  of 
marble,  has  two  hundred  and  levehfy-nine  fleps 
to  its  top,  round  which  are  twelve  arches,  for 
as  many  bells,  the  Cathedral  is  a  handfome 
building,  with  beautiful  brafs  gates,  fine  Paint¬ 
ings,  &x*  From 
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From  Pifa>  I  travelled  to  Florence ,  didant 
fifty  miles,  on  a  molt  pleafant  road,  along  the 
banks  of  the  river  Arno. — As  yet  however  I  could 
not  fpeak  the  language  of  the  country,  and  al¬ 
though  Tufcany  is  the  mod  civil  (late  in  Italy , 
was  generally  charged  two  fhillings,  where  onq 
might  ferve, 

Florence  is. a  large,  elegant,  and  plentiful  city, 
fituated  on  the  river  Arnoy  divided  into  two  un¬ 
equal  parts,  connected  together  by  four  bridges,, 
two  of  which  have  houfes  erredled  on  them*  for 
ihops,  &c.  here  the  Mufeum  of  curiofities,  the 
gallery  of  fculpture,  and  paintings,  and  the 
gardens  of  the  Grand  Duke,  by  the  New  Palace y 
are  mod  worthy  attention,, 

I  p ailed  on  to  Bologna ,  over  the  Appenint 
Mountains ,  a  very  rugged  and  troublefome  jour¬ 
ney  ;  at  the  bottom  of  the  hills  they  put  on  oxen 
to  afTid  the  horfes ;  arrived  at  Eaduay  once  a 
great  place  hut  at  prefent  feems  to  have  lod  much 
of  its  ancient  grandeur,  the  Cathedral  is  that  of 
Saint  Anthony ;  and  there  the  beggars  aik  alms 
in  the  name  of  that  Saint.  As  the  time  of  afeen- 
fion  drew  near  which  was  the  aid  of  Mays,  I  fet 
out  to  fee  the  Doge  of  Venice  Marry ,  the  Adriatic, 
he  was  on  board  a  richly  gilded  galky,furround- 
ed  by  his  Nobles,  and  rowed  by  forty-two  hands  ; 
he  fails  fome  way,  and  then  drops  a  ring  into 
the  lea,,  after  thi&  ceremony  he  returns  to 
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church,  thence  to  the  palace  where  an  elegant 
entertainment  is  provided. 

I  returned  to  Leghorn ,  to  embark  for  Naples* 
a  voyage  of  four  hundred  miles,  but  exceedingly 
pleafant,  along  the  coaft  ;  after  paffing  a  number 
ofiilands,  on  our  way,  we  faw  a  barbary  galley, 
coming  right  a  head  of  us,  every  one  on  board 
attempted  then  to  hide  his  little  flock  I  took  the 
liberty  however  of  advifmg  the  captain,  as  we 
had  many  palTengers  on  board,  that  we  fhould. 
all  (land  along  the  gunnel  of  the  fhip,  and  make 
a  formidable  appearance,  which  being  complied 
with,  had  the  defired  effedt,  and  the  Lurk  fheered 
off,  we  arrived  at  Naples,  which  I  believe  is  as 
populous  as  any  part  of  the  world,  and  likewife- 
as  wicked,  although  it  is  faid  here  are  thirty- 
thoufand  clergy ;  the  firff  place  I  went  to 
fee  here  v/as  Pitzalo,  (or  Puteoli ,)  were  Saint 
Paul  laft  landed,  and  remained  two  whole  years^ 
Alls,  chap,  xxviii.  v.  13;  this  formerly  was  a 
great  city  till  overthrown  by  an  earthquake^ 
near  this  place  is  what  is  called  the  new  Mount 
which  arofein  two  days  time  ;  alfb  many  ruins 
occafioncd  by  Earthquakes,  and  feveral  old 
heathen  temples  ;  here  is  a  curious  hot  hath 
underground,  into  which  a  naked  man  went 
through  a  long  paffage,  and  returning  with  a 
pail  full  of  the  liquor,  we  put  in  eggs, 
which  were  fit  to  eat  in  aboutfive  minutes  time* 

JL  went  from  here  to  Pcmpea9  this  city  was  over¬ 
thrown 
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thrown  by  a  drift  of  cinders  and  afhes  from  the 
Mount ;  at  that  time  it  was  a  fea  port,  but  at- 
prefent  is  one  mile  diflant  from  the  fea*  us 
laid  the  King  of  Naples,  employs  a  number  of 
work  men  to  dig  up  the  ruins,  in  fearch  of  an¬ 
tiquities,  which  when  found,  are  laid  up  in  the 
Mufeum  at  Portecea  %  from  here  I  returned  to  the 
fubteraneous  Theatre  at  Herculaneum,  fixty  feet 
underground,  it  was  buried  with  the  Lava  that 
came  down  from  the  Mount ,  and  covered  that 
city ;  I  next  afcended  Mount  Vejuvius,  a  moft 
fatiguing  journey,  as  the  Lava  is  very  bad  to 
walk  on  for  two  miles  before  we  reach  the  top; 
I  omit  any  defeription  of  this  wounderful  place, 
it  being  already  done  by  fuperiour  hands:  after 
a  months  flay  here,  I  fet  out  for  Rome,  one 
hundred  and  fifty  miles  diflant,  along  a  pleafant 
road,  with  a  view  of  the  fea  a  great  part  of  the 
way,  were  I  arrived  on  the  iftof  October,  1789, 
and  flayed  till  the  May  following*;  then  receiving 
letters  of  recommendation  from  Thomas  Contis, 
Efq,  and  Sir  John  Macpherfon,  I  failed  down  the 
Tiber  to  the  ancient  Aftia,  which  is  now  quite  in 
ruins  although  it  was  once  the  port  for  Rome,  it 
is  now  a  grazing- field  for  cattle ;  ’tis  four  miles 
round,  with  a  lake  of  frefh  water  in  the  middle 
pf  about  half  that  circumference,  I  was  defir-

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on s  of  knowing  whether  it  had  always  been  a* 
lake,  or  whether  it  was  not  a  part  of  the  city- 
which  had  been  overthrown,  and  was  told  it 
had  been  fo  from  time  immemorial ;  its  fpring 
mull  be  very  finally  the  brook  that  Sows  from, 
it,  being  fuch,  there  is  a  fort  at  the  mouth  of 
the  brook  j  I  flayed  to.  fee  the  people  take  the 
bark  of  the  cork  tree,  and  the  procefs  of  making 
it  into  hives  for  their  bees  ;  we  then  failed  to 
Civil  a  Cecehia  a  very  pleafant  place,  with  a  good 
mole  for  flapping,  this  is  the  only  port  belong¬ 
ing  to  his  holinds,  on  this  fide  of  Italy ;  from 
here  I  at  lad,  and  with  fome  difficulty  got  to 
Leghorn,  where  I  found  a Ragufa  Ship ,  bound  for 
Cyprus, but  there  being  adifturbance  here  between, 
the  Jews  and  Chriilians,  our  {flip  was.  detained 
till  matters  were  accomodated  \  I  then  paid  my- 
pafiage,  which  was  no  lefs  then  feven  pounds,, 
and  embarked,  after  taking  leave  of  a  worthy 
friend  pr.  Batcs>  from  whom  I  had  received 
many  favors,  (during  my  ftay  at  Leghorn »}  On 
fetting  fail  they  fired  the  guns,  and  all  hands 
went  to  prayers,  (the  ufual  cuftoro)  to  fupplicate 
for  a  good  voyage,  at  12  o’clock  we  dined,  dip¬ 
ped  at  6,  and  at  8  to  prayers  again;  the  next 
morning  I  was  alarmed  by  the  firing  of  our 
guns,  went  up  to  fee  what  was  the  oqcafion, 
and  faw  two  galleys  of  war  full  of  men  bearing 
upon  us,  the  one  on  the  larboard,  the  other  on 
the  ftarboard  fide,  we  greatly  feared  they  were 
Mgerines,  but  on  hoifting  their  flags,  we  dif- 

covered 
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covered  Saint  Mark,  (the  flag  of  Venice .)  One 
of  the  captains  came  along  fide  of  us,  and  de-* 
nlanded  what  people  were  on  board,  and  iomo 
other  queftions,  which  being  anfwered  to  his 
fatisfadionj  wifhed  us  a  good  day. 

On  failing  along  the  coafts  of  CorJicH and  Sar¬ 
dinia,  was  amazed  to  fee  thofe  iflands  covered 
with  fnow,  in  the  month  of  June  \  on  the  9th 
w‘e  faw  a  faa  mbnfter ,  which,  (or  others  of  the 
fame  kind)  appeared  feveral  times  the  fame 
day,  fpouting  the  water  from  its  nofe  to  a  great 
height,  it  is  called  Caldelia ,  and  is  faid  to  ap¬ 
pear  frequently  before  a  florm  :  A  florm  Came 
on  next  morning,  which  continued  four  days, 
and  all  on  board  fuffered  very  much  \  we  came 
to  an  ifland  near  thecoafl:  of  Sicily ,  called  Ma- 
raiinib ,  it  has  no  inhabitants,  but  a  few  foldiers 
in  a  fmall  fort  on  a  rock ;  ir  is  very  high,  con- 
fequently  feen  at  a  great  diftance,  and  is  thirty 
eight  miles  fouth  eaft  of  Valencia ;  we  next 
came  to  Malta ,  St.  Luke  mentions  it  in  the 
xxviii  chap,  of  the  AMs,  and  it  is  noted  for  the 

hofpitable  reception,  which  the  inhabitants 
though  Barbarians ,  gave  to  St.  Paul,  and  the 
other  paflengers  that  were  fhip-wreck’d  on  their 
coaft  ;  the  common  people  fpake  Arabic ,  but 
the  people  of  fafhion  Italian ,  this  is  the  reli- 
dence  of  the  Knights  of  Malta  ;  they  confift  of 
feven  different  nations,  are  all  of  ancient  noble 
families, theyare  all  fubjeft  to  the/V^rinfpirituals, 
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and  are  obliged  to  fuprefs  all  Pirates ,  which 
engages  them  in  perpetual  war  with  the  Turks , 
Algerines ,  and  other  Mahometans,  they  make 
vows  of  celebacy  and  chaftity,  but  notwith- 
llanding  keep  Grecian  ladies  as  concubines  j  ’tis 
Faid  there  is  no  beaft  of  venom  in  this  ifland^ 
fince  St.  Paul  fhook  the  Viper  from  his  hande 
Alls,  thap0  xxviii.  r.  5. 

The  next  ifland  we  faw  was  Candia,  the  anci¬ 
ent  Crete ,  one  of  the  largeft  illands  in  the  Me- 
diteranean ,  above  one  half  of  this  country  con- 
fills  of  nothing  but  barren  and  rocky  mountains, 
among  which  is  the  famous  mount  Ida-,  the  vaL 
lies  and  plains  are  uncommonly  fruitful,  yielding 
corn,  red  and  white  wine;  honey  and  wax:  the 
greateft  parr  of  the  country  is  uncultivated,  has 
many  rivulets,  of  which  Lethe  is  the  largeft: 
we  now  had  another  ftorm  and  were  tofied  near 
the  cbaft  of  Egypt,  where  we  fpoke  with  three 
fhips  from  Alexandria ,  and  on  July  4th  arrived 
at  Larneca ,  the  chief  port  in  the  iftand  of  Cy¬ 
prus,  it  is  however  but  a  mean  fort  of  a  place, 
although  there  are  three  foreign  Confuls,  each 
of  whom  have  a  pole,  like  the  mail  of  a  fh ip 
<ere6ted  on  the  top  of  their  houfes,  on  which  they 
hoift  the  flag  of  their  nation  ;  here  is  a  Britifh 
Conful,  who  afts  both  for  this  place  and  Allep - 
po ,  the  Britifh  Trade  being  much  upon  the  de¬ 
cline  in  the  Levant,  (as  inftancej  eighty  years 
ago  in  Aleppo  were  forty  Englifh  people?  at  pre* 

fent 
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lent  (1790)  there  are  only  two  perfons  j  as  Toon 
we  went  on  fhore,  we  were  met  by  the  monks 
of  the  Latin  Convent*  who  invited  us  to  a  re- 
frefhment,  after  which  we  palled  ^  the  time  in' 
the  gardens  till  evening,  when  we  all  (33  in 
number)  partook  of  a  lentren  repaft^  it  being 
faturday. 


The  next  morning  I  found  a  ill  ip  bound  t<$ 
Sidon,  and  paying  at  the  rate  of  twenty-three 
ih il lings  for  my  pafTage,  embarked  f6r  that 
place,  which  according  to  tradition  was  the 
ieeond  city  bulk  after  the  flood,  in  forty-eight 
hours  we  arrived  there  and  met  with  a  factory 
of  Franks,  who  dwell  in  a  great  (quare  building 
by  themfelves,  among  them  is  a  Prieft,  and  a 
Pmconful,  who  is  under  the  French  conful 
at  St.  John  D'  Acres y  this  is  but  a  fmall  place 
'at  prefent,  the  wails  are  in  ruins,  with  two 
old  caftles,  the  one  upon  a  hill  on  the  fouth  end 
of  the  town,  and  the  other  ft  and  s  on  a  rock,  in 
the  water,  with  a  bridge  of  eight  arches  te  go  to 
it ;  the  water  of  this  place  is  good,  and  comes 
from  mount  Lebanon ;  here  are  very  good  gar¬ 
dens,  and  fome  fmall  cedar  trees,  but  the  place 
from  which  Solomon  got  his  cedars,  is  a  confider- 
able  diltance  from  this.  Near  the  Mole  is  a 
ridge  of  rocks, where  (hips  ride  at  anchor,  as  they 
cannot  come  near  the  fliore  ;  I  was  now  only  one 
hundred  and  fifteen  miles  diftant  from  Jernfalem. 

C  After 
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After  remaining  here  two  days  I  fet  out  fa, 
Tyre,  formerly  the  ancient  capital  of  Phoenicia  y 
and  about  twenty  miles  didant  from  Sidon;  it  is, 
famous  in  facred,  as  well  as  in  profane  hiftory * 
for  its  trade,  oppulenGe,  and  flrength  .  butlcould^ 
fcarcely  believe  it  to  be  the  place*  that  ftoocf 
againft  Nebuchadnezzar,  the  King  of  BabylonK 
thirteen  years ;  or,  that  Alexander  the  great 
found  the  mod  difficult  of-  all  his  cpnquefts  \ 
all  is  at  prefent  only  a  pile  of  venerable  ruins. 
In  this  place  I  was  much  at  a  lofs  for  want  of 
knowing  the  language,  but  they  brought  me  % 
V urk ,  who  fpoke  the  Lingua  Franca ,  I  then  did 
very  well. 


One  day  fatisfied  me  of  this  place,  and  I  emf 
barked  for  St.  John  D'  Acre ,  which  was  formerly 
a  place  of  great  note,  when  the  Knights  of  St? 
john  of  Jerusalem  refided  here;  but  when  they 
were  drove  away,  it  never  more  florifhed :  Th^: 
things  mod  remarkable  in  this  place  are,  th$ 
walls  of  St.  Andrews  Church ,  the  cathedral  of 
St*  John,  the  convent  of  the  Knights  Hojpt  oilers  * 
$he  palace  of  the  grand  mader  of  that  order,  and 
laftly  fome  remains  of  a  large  church,  formerly 
belonging  to  a  nunnery,  of  which  they  tell  the 
following  dory,* 

I  enquired 


*  The  Turks  having  prefled  this  city  with  a  long  feig* 
at  lad  entered  it  by  florin.  May  19,  1291,  in  which  ex¬ 
tremity 
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I  enquired  at  Mr.  Richard  Aufgate,  the  Britifh 
eonful  when  he  had  any  {hips*  he  faid  none  from 
I Brittain  thefe  four  years  :  From  here  I  croffed  a 
bay  of  the  fea,  about  three  leagues  ;  into  this 
bay  comes  the  brook  Kijhon ,  mentioned  in  the 
Ixxxiii.  Pfalm  ;  on  the  fouth  fide  of  this  is  a  fmall 
walled  town  called  Cyffa  ;  from  this,  I  affended 
mount  Carmel  by  a  narrow  road,  a't  the  top  of 
ivhich  is  a  very  good  fquare  (tone  building  ;  as 
a  convent  for  the  order  of  the  Carmelites ,  they 
are  natives  of  Germany,  and  the  convent  is  built 
bn  the  place  where  Elijah  the  Prophet  dwelt  on 
this  mount-. 

This  m6unt  is  very  barren  and  ftony,  yet  the 
Fryers  have  dug  and  made  a  fmall  garden  by  the 
wall  of  the  convent ;  they  have  alfo  funk  a  well 
of  twenty  fathom,  which  affords  them  very  good 
water,  and  they  dig  up  forme  bramble- bufhes

tremity,  the  Abbefs  fearing  that  herfelf  and  her  nura 
fhould  be  fubjefted  to  fuch  beftialities,  as  isufual  in  fuch 
cafes,  exorted  them  all  to  cut  and  mangle  their  faces,  as 
the  only  way  to  preferve  their  virgin  purity,  and  to  en¬ 
courage  them  fhe  made  herfelf  the  fir  It  example  of  her 
own  counfel,  which  the  nuns  inftantly  followed  \  cutting 
off  their  nofes  and  disfiguring  their  faces,  with  filch  ter¬ 
rible  gafhes  as  might  exile  horror,  rather  than  luftful 
defires ;  the  confequence  cf  this  was,  that  the  foldiers- 
breaking  into  the  nunnery,  inltead  of  feeing  beautiful 
ladies,  fuch  fad  fpedtades,  put  them  all  to  the  fword,  in 
levenge  for  difapointing  their  luffs. 
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from  among  the  Hones,  which  ferve  them  for 
fire.  Near  this  is  a  fmall  Greek- Church,  and  a 
Watch^Fower,  St.  Helena  in  her  life-time  caufed 
many  of  them  to  be  built,  on  moil  of  the 
capes  from  Confiantinopltto  Joppa ;  the  view  from 
this  place  is  delightful,  after  Haying  forty-eight 
hours  I  returned  to  Acre,  with  intent  to  vifit 
G  allele  e\  but  as  a  vefTel  was  bound  to  Joppa, 
and  three  franks  going  thither,  I  aeecmpanned 
them  j  we  came  to  Cesaria ,  formerly  a  plaice  of 
note,  (AfiSy  chap,  x.)  but  now  iiitirely  in  ruins; 
Joppa  appears  beautiful  when  viewed  from  the 
fea  ;  it  Hands  on  a  fide  of  a  fmall  hill,  the  houfe# 
rifing  regularly  one  above  the  other,  but  no* 
fhips  can  go  near  the  fhore,  on  account  of  a 
range  of  rocks ;  they  ride  at  fome  diftance  and 
every  thing  is  carried  to  them  in  boats.  Mr* 
John  D’  Amianne ,  who  a  ft  5  as  eonful  for  Britt  ain% 
France ,  Sweden ,  and  Ragiifia ,  received  me  with 
the  mod  obliging  politenefs,  and  horded  the 
Britifh-flag;  I  afked  him  when  he  had  any  Bri- 
tiili  fhips,  he  told  me  not  thcfe  fifteen  yearsi 
he  has  no  pay  from  Britain* 

I  payed  at  the  rate  of  twenty-two  drillings  for 
landing  only  next  day  fet  out  with  fomeothers* 
(each  of  us  on  an  afs)  for  Ramata ,  three  hours 
journey  inland,  over  a  fiat  Tandy  ground ;  we 
arived  at  the: Latin- Convent,  where  all  the  Franks 
lodge  in  going  to,  or  coming  from  Jerufalcm ; 
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h  was  formerly  a  great  place  by  the  many  ruins 
that  dill  remains.  The  Fathers  ©f  the  Convent 
Walked  out  to  fhew  me  the  ruins  of  an  old  Mo- 
haftry  which  had  been  very  extetlfive,  it  was 
broke  into  by  the  Turh ,  and  forty  Chridians  pits 
to  death.

After  flaying  here  two  days,  I  was  informed 
that  a  company  of  twenty  perfonswere  going  to 
JerufaleMt  I  joined  them,  and  in  the  evening 
about  fun-fet,  each  man  mounted  his  mule,  one 
perfon  excepted,  who,  being  taken  ill,  was 
obliged  to  return  to  the  Convent :  We  traveled 
for  fome  time  over  a  flat  country**  but  coming 
to  the  Mountains,  our  difdculty  in  pafflug  them 
is  almod  inexpredible,  there  being  no  beaten 
path,  the  mules  go  winding  among#hc  rocks; 
our  continued  fear  of  the  wild  Arabs ,  like  wife' 
increafed  our  trouble;  we  had  dill  two  hours 
journey  to  Jerufahm ,  when  day-light  began  to 
appear^  I  had  now  a  view  of  the  country,  the 
face  of  which  is  barren,  beyond  defeription,  and 
firmly  as  1  believed  in  the  feriptures ;  I  confefs 
at  that  time,  a  doubt  of  their  veracity  arofe  in 
my  mind,  the  eye  fearches  in  vain,  for  that 
luxurient  fertility  of  which  this  country  was- 
formerly  deferibed  as  the  feat.  In  its  dead 
it  •  meets  nothing  but  rocky  mountains 
ihelved  round  by  the  ftones,  to  prefer ve  the 

earth- 
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earth  from  tumbling,  and  here  the  inhabitants 
fow  their  grain;

We  now  came  near  the  Holy  City ,  my  fen  fa; 
Hons  at  fight  of  which,  I  will  not  trouble  the 


reader  with:  The  weft  wall  and  the  fteepleswcrfe 


all  that  could  be  feen,  till  we  arrived  at  Joppa- 
Gate ;  I  had  been  told  that  at  this  gate  ftrangers 


are  obliged  to  alight  from  their  mules  ;  It  was 
not  fo  however,  arid  we  \Vefe  pefmited  to  ride 
ialong  the  ftreets,  ftich  as  they  are;  till  we  arrived 
at  the  Latin  Convent,  where  till  Eropean  Chrifti- 
ansmuft  go,  there  being  no  Inns  nor  Merchants 
houfes  to  receive  them.  So  July  1 6, 1790,1  arived 
fafe  here,  where  I  was  kindly  received,  by  the 
Father  Guardian,  who  bid  me  welcome  to  the 
Holy-City,.

The  Father  Guardiftii  is  a  native  of  Spain ,  and 
hadrefided  here  thirty-eight  years;  I  was  prefent- 
ed  with  coffee,  and  then  fhewn  where  I  was  to 
fleep  ;  there  are  two  rooms  more  pleafant  than 
the  reft,  on  the  top  of  a  terras,  with  curtains 
found  the  beds,  (the  others  have  none,)  where 
ftrangers  who  are  not  of  the  clergy  fleep  ;  after 
viewing  my  refting  place,  I  went  down  ftairs  to 
take  a  walk  before  dinner,  but  the  porter  in. 
formed  me  it  was  unfafe  to  go  over  the  gate 
alone,  fo  was  obliged  to  content  myfelf  with  a 
walk  round  the  Convent*  They  have  a  grana¬ 
ry

xy  for  their  corn,  the  mill  of  which  is  turned  by 
a  hori'e,  as  arc  all  thofe  which  I  faw,  either  in 
Afia  or  Africa ,  except  fmall  ones,  which  are 
turned  with  the  hand  ;  they  have  their  own  oyen, 
which  they  bake  fyll  of  bread  every  day ;  their 
pwn  fiioe-maker,  taylor,  blackfmith,  and 
do&or,  who  is  %  native  of  Spain 3  as  moil  of  the 
fryers  alfo  arf. 

Whey  any  perfbnis  taken  ill,  he  is  carried  to 
apartof  the  Convent  called  the  infirmary,  where 
every  m^n  has  a  bed-room  to  himielf,  and  every 
attendance  neceflhry. 

At  eleven  o’clock  we  went  to  dinner  in  the  long 
room,  there  is  a  table  on  each  fide,  and  occar 
fionally  one  in  the  middle,  every  man  has  a 
napkin  fpread  before  him,  a  glafs  tumbles 
knife  and  fork,  fpoon,  and  two  pewter  jugs,  the 
one  filled  with  water,  the  other  wine  i  all  their 
plates  are  of  pewter. 

The  Father  Guardian  fits  alone,  at  a  fmall 
table  at  the  head  of  the  room,  over  his  head  is 
written  Silence  ;*  the  company  enter  with  great 
reverence,  and  ftand  till  grace  is  faid  (in  latin ;) 
then  every  man  takes  his  place,  and  not  a  word 
is  fpoken,  during  the  whole  time  of  dinner,  nor 
is  the  dining-room  door  opened ;  the  food  is 
brought  in  through  a  fmall  place  like  a  window, 

at 
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at  the  lower  end  of  the  room,  and  the  plates  ar$ 
conveyed  back  again  through  the  fame  place  | 
dinner  over,  the  Father  Guardian  rings  a  little 
bell,  all  rife,  grace  is  faid  in  latin,  the  com¬ 
pany  return  to  wafh  their  hands  in  a  marble 
font  at  the  door,  fhen  difpofe  of  themfelves 
yarioufly  till  five  o’clock,  when  the  little  bell 
invites  them  to  flipper,  with  the  fame  ceremony 
as  at  dinner.  They  have  no  pork,  little  beef 
mutton  and  fowls  are  the  chipf  of  their  foodt 
eggs’ are  in  great  plenty,  but  fifh  are  very  fcarce, 
fche  Mediteranean  being  forty-fix  miles  diftant, 
and  the  Dead- Sen  affords  none. 

Devotions  begin  at  four  o’clock  in  the  mor¬ 
ning,  at  the  church  of  the  Convent,  where  are 
live  alters  for  faying  mafs  :  fifteen  filver  lamps 
and  one  of  gold  are  kept  conftantly  burning; 
here  is  likewife  a  good  organ,  and  an  appartment 
for  the  fingers  3  the  Convent  pays  to  the  ! Turk 
a  rent  of  yool.  per  annum. 

July  1 8th.  I  went  with  a  company  to  vifit 
St.  Johns  'n  the  Dejert>  we  went  out  at  Joppa- 
Cate,  and  pafilng  over  the  mount  C ihon ,  where 
doloman  was  anointed  King;  after  an  hours 
walk  arrived  at  a  ftrong  Convent  in  a  valey. 
Built  over  the  place  where  the  tree  grew  'ofi  which 
our  Saviour  was  crucified,  it  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  Greets ,  we  entered  in  at  a  final!  iron  door* 

the 
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the  Convent  itfelf  is  furrounded  by  a  ftrong  wall, 
the  windows  looking  to  the  inner  court ;  we 
went  into  the  chapel,  here  is  a  large  plate  of 
-filver  laid  over  the  flump  of  the  tree,  vifited  the 
dining-room,  which  was  in  the  Turkifh  fafhion; 
afterward, the  drawing-room  where  we  were  feated 
on  mats,  and  prefented  jfl  with  Sherbet,  2d 
Marmele  in  a  filver  difli,  3d  a  cup  of  Coffee, 
and  4th  a  glafs  of  Spirits.  We  purfued  our 
journey  to  St.  Johns >  on  the  left  hand  Rands  the 
ruins  of  Simons  Houfe>  an  hours  walk  from  here. 
The  Holy  Crojs  (as  it  is  called)  brought  us  to  St* 
Johns  \  here  formerly  flood  a  city,  at  prefent, 
however  only  a  poor  village,  with  a  good  Con¬ 
vent,  built  in  the  year  1693  ;  an  elegant  Fa- 
brick,  with  a  beautiful  Chapel  in  it,  indeed*  the 
lined  that  I  faw,  belonging  to  the  Latins?  in  all 
the  Holy-Land' 

Near  the  Great-Allar>  we  defend  into  a  place 
where  are  fame  filver  lamps  burning  ;  in  this 
place  they  fay  St  .John  the  Baptijl  was  born,as  the 
Larks  neither  make  nor  drink  wine,  the  Franks 
buy  their  grapes,  and  make  their  own,  and  here 
we  v/ere  regaled  with  their  fuper-excellent  • 
I  next  day  went  to  fee  the  place  were  the  Baptifl 
dwelt  in  the  wildernefs,  when  his  food  was  <e  lo- 

cuds  and  wild  honey.”  On  the  declivity  of 
a  mountain  is  a  grate  in  a  rock,  with  a  bench  on 
the  right  hand,  where  'tis  laid,  he  fcftially  flept  - 
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and  a  fpringof  water  comes  from  the  rock,which 
fupplied  him  with  drink ;  a  ftiort  diftance  front 
this  is  the  Septilcre  of  Elizabeth :  After  wander¬ 
ing  about  here  for  fome  time,  and  viewing  the 
tombs  of  the  MaecuUm^  I  returned  along  the 
valley  of  Rsp&aim^hcTtDavid  gathered  the  live 
pebble  Hones,  to  combat  Ggliah  of  Gath ;  re¬ 
turned  to  the  Convent,  and  after  dinner  we  ail 
went  to  fee  the  houfe  of  the  father  and  mother 
©f  the  Baptifi  -9  iti  walls  are  very  thick,  and  in 
it  is  a  well  from  which  we  drew  water# 
and  mixed  with  fame  wine;  in  the  part 
where  the  Virgin  falutcd  her  coufin  Elizabeth^ 
the  Fryers  went  in  and  faid  prayers  »  here  I  was 
taken  ill  and  returning  to  the  Convent  at  Jsru~ 
/aim  in  great  pain,  was  placed  in  the  Infirmary , 
above  mentioned,  here  I  remained  twelve  days, 
and  received  every  attention  l  could  wifh  for* 

Aiguf  ifh  I  went  to  fee  Btthlebekh  going  ouf 
by  foppa^Gate^  I  turned  to  the  left  hand,  where 
the  Virgin  fat  down  to  give  the  child  fufk  when 
comeing  from  Bethlehem  to  Jetufalem ;  a  little 
farther  is  the  well  where  the  wife  men  faw  the 
ftar,  and  a  Convent  called  that  of  Elijah  the 
Prophet,  where  he  dwelt  when  in  this  part,  they 
ihew  us  a  bench  in  a  rock,  which  they  fay  was 
his  fteepiog  place  ;  this  Convent  is  in  the  hands 
of  the  Grtcks  *  adjoining  to  this  is  the  field  where 
Hahakkuk  was  taken  up  by  the  hair  of  his  head, 
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(when  carring  meat  to  thp  reapers,)  and  carried 
to  Darnel  in  the  Lions  den  at  Babylon ;  a  little 
farther  brought  me  to  the  place  where  Jaeohs 
houfe  was,  near  it  is  Rachels  grave  with  a 
Tower  built  on  it,  which  is  taken  great  care  of* 
both  by  the  Jews  Chriftians  and  Turks  •  farther 
on  I  came  to  Bethlehem,  a  fmall  village  without 
walls,  there  are  only  about  thirty  eight  Turks  in 
it,  all  the  other  inhabitants  are  Chriftians.. 

Over  the  place  where  our  Lord  was  born  is  a 
ftrong  large  place  built  by  St.  Helena,  mother  to 
Conftantine  the  great,  (fhe  raifed  many  large  Fa* 
bricks  about  the  Holy-Land,)  it  has  only  one 
fmall  door  to  enter  into  a  large  church,  with 
fo^ty-four  Pillars,  each  about  three  yards  high  % 
in  this  church  are  three  doors,  which  lead  to 
three  different  appartments,  one  for  the  Latins, 
one  for  the  Greeks,  and  a  3d  for  the  Arme¬ 
nians,  each  pf  t\\en\  have  a  chapel  apart  for 
thcmfelves,  and  each  of  them  I  vififed,  and 
afterwards  the  place  of  our  Lords  nativity,  which 
is  near  the  center  of  this  great  bonding  *  we 
went  down  fame  fteps  (leaving  our  at  the 

top  )  In  this  place  which  was  opcc  %  liable,  fix 
and  thirty  filYcr  lamps  are  continually  burning ; 
on  one  hand  is  the  manger,  the  other  the  place 
where  the  three  wife  men  flood ;  here  are  three 
large  pidtufes,  fet  in  fdver  frames,  a  grotto  un¬ 
derground,  kadi  tQ  the  hole  when  the  children 
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flain  by  Herods  cruelty  were  laid  ;  near  this  ii 
the  place  where  dwelt  St.  Jerom  when  he  tranf* 
lated  the  bible  into  Latin  ;  here  is  his  tomb,  the 
tomb  of  Jofepbus ,  and  the  tombs  of  many 
others :  Over  the  ftable  in  the  great  church  is 
the  alter  of  circumcifion,  where  our  Lord  was 
circumcifed,  it  belongs  to  the  Greeks.  Aftctf 
dinner  went  to  fee,  the  ift  fmall  Grotto, 
where  the  Virgin  hid  herfclf,  while  Jofeph  was 
getting  the  afs,  &c.  to  flee  into  Egypt  ;  2d 
where  JoJzphs  houfe  flood;  3d  the  held  of'  the 
Shepherds, about  two  miles  from  Bethlehem^ where 
formerly  was  a  Monaftery,  but  they  were  drove 
away  by  the  Arabs ;  this  is  the  only  part  that  I 
can  call  a  field  about  this  country  ;  from  this 
place  I  faw  at  a  difence  a  Camp  of  Arabs ,  and 
requeuing  my  guide  to  accompany  me  to  them, 
he  anfwered  me,  it  was  moft  probable  they 
would  flrip  me,  although  they  would  do  me  no 
other  injury;  fo  we  went  down  to  them,  it  was 
only  a  fmall  camp  of  about  eight  tents,  cover¬ 
ed  with  black  hair  cloth  ;  we  entered  into  the 
iargeft  of  them,  they  gave  me  a  bag  with  fome 
barley  flraw  to  fit  on  ;  there  were  two  women  in 
a  corner  of  the  tent,  grinding  corn,  in  a  fmall 
handmill ;  their  camels,  horfes,  and  ajfTes  were 
lying  among  the  tents ;  they  defired  my  guide 
to  afk  if  I  would  take  any  refrefhment,  I  re_ 
quefted  a  draught  of  water  ;  in  the  tent  was  a 
lar^e  fkin,  from  which  they  brought  me  fome 
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in  a  peice  of  wood,  with  a  hole  cut  iif  it  which 
ferved  them  for  a  cup. 


I  obferved  before  that  ©n  leaving  Ramata  one 
of  our  company  was  taken  ill,  and  obliged  to 
return  ;  this  man  was  a^Prieft,  a  native  of  Rome% 
and  fenc  from  there  as  a  million  ary  to  Jerufalem , 
at  the  end  of  fix  days  he  recovered,  and  fet  for¬ 
ward,  accompanyed  by  a  fingle  guide,  who  not 
being  well  acquainted  with  the  fpot  where  the 
Arabs  were  encamped,  unfortunately  fell  in  a- 
mong  them,  and  was  detained  as  a  prifoner  . 
the  guide  immediately  fet  forward  for  Jerufalem , 
to  inform  the  Father  Guardian  of  the  accident, 
who  immediately  fent  the  Drugger-man  to  the 
Governor  to  know  what  Heps  fiiould  be  taken 
for  his  recovery,  fo  what  with  a  fee  to  the  Gover¬ 
nor,  and  a  ranfomto  the  Arabs  \  it  coft  pool.  for 
his  recovery  *?  Had  it  been  my  fate  to  have  fallen' 
among  them  in  the  like  manner,  I  mu  ft  have 
remained  till  death  had  relieved  me,  for  I 
never  could  have  advanced  even  a  much  lefter 
fum.

I  now  went  to  fee  a  well,  to  which  (they 
afirmj  when  the  Virgin  Mary  (being  thirfty)  came 
to  drink,  the  people  refufing  to  draw  her  feme 
water,  the  well  immediately  overflowed ;  there

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is  a  fione  which  goes  round  the  wells  moutfc, 
and  on  one  fide  an  imprefTion  as  if  made  inclay:! 
now  went  to Bgthlebam  and  flept*  and  next  morning 
J  was  defirous  of  feeing  the  famous  Citterns  of 
$olcmay9  about  an  hour  and  halfs  walk*  from 
BfMtbmy  adjoining  to  them  is  an  old  cattle  in 
ruins,  with  an  iron  gate,  and  parcel  of  old, 
peopfe  dwelling  among  the  ruins,  wha  gain 
their  miferable  living  by  gathering  flicks  among 
the  mountain^  and  carrying  them  to  Jerusalem  to, 

m*  ,  \ 
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Near  the  cattle  is  a  ftrong  fpring  of  good  waterp 
which  rumiing  through  an  arch  or  groto,  falls 
into  a  lar^e  cittern,  dug  in  the  earth  about  90 
paces  broad*  ^nd  169  in  length;  thence  it  runs 
into  another  of  about  160  ;  thence  to  a  third  of 
about  220  *  I  cannot  attertain  their  depth,  the 
firtt  was  full  of  water,  the  fecond  about 
half  full,  the  third  had  lefs  in  it;  I  went 
down  fifty- four  ftone  fteps,  before  I  came  to 
the  water,  where  I  went  in  and  bathed  ;  when 
the  firft  u  fall  it  runs  into  the  fecond;  which* 
when  full  juns  into  a  third;  thence,  along  an 
aquaduft  in  pipes  of  $la y,  funk  a  fmall  way  inter 
the  ground,  and  built  over  with  (tones  and  limeft 
to  hinder  the  feet  of  the  cattle  from  breaking 
them  ;  This  acjuadudl  goes  winding  round  the 
Mountains  to  ferve  Jerusalem ,  there  being 
Scarce  any  filer  there*  except  what  is  caught 

'  from* 
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from  the  rain  ?  Between  thefe  Pools  znd  Bethlehem 
is  a  fine  fpring  which  waters  a  frmil  valley 
where  Solomon  had  a  Garden,  and  as  the  plot  of 
ground  was  final),  he  had  the  village  built  on 
the  fide  of  a  hill  among  the  rocks,  where  is  a 
pared  of  old  arches,  and#  fome  poor  people 
dwelling  among  them  ;  theft  £hree  are  the  only 
fprings  I  faw  round  about  Jerufatem . 

In  the  gardens  are  fome  fig-trees,  cucumbers* 
and  onions,  but  very  little  clfe.  Not  far  from 
iere*  is  the  field  where  the  Angel  fmote  1853000 
©f  Senachtrihs  army?  in  one  night,  when  he 
Was  going  to  befeige  Jerufalem.  At  a  diftance 
h  the  Franks-hill,  as  it  is  called,  not  unlike 
a  fugar-Joaf ;  it  was  defended  for  40  years  after 
the  loft  of  Jtrufalem  •  I  now  returned  to  the 
Convehti 

«  1  next  Went  to  view  the  Sepulchres,  of  the 
Kings,  going  out  at  the  gate  of  DamaftU-s, on  the 
north  fide,  on  the  right  hand  in  faffing  the  gate 
is  an  old  hih  pond',  it  contained  at  this  time  but 
little  water:  About  a  mile  farther,  is  a  fquare 
pit,  dug  in  a  rock,  on  one  fide  is  a  fhade  or  hall, 
the  other  a  fmall  door  almofi  chock’d  up 
with  rubbifh;  through  this  we  crept  into  a  fquare 
room  of  about  eight  yards,  cut  out  of  the  natural 
white  rock  \  from  this  room  I  f  affed  into  fix 
all  of  the  fame  fabric!  3  from  thefe  rooms 
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arc  fmall  vaults  for  burying  Places  ;  in  the  belt 
of  them  is  faicl  to  be  the  coffin  of  Nehcmiah  % 
there  is  the  lid  of  a  coffin,  worked  in  the  form  or 
fprigs  and  leaves ;  there  are  in  all  forty-two 
burying  places  ;  but  the  moft  aftonifhing  thing 
is  the  doors,  which  are  of  one  folid  plank  of 
Hone  fix  inches  thick,  about  the  fize  of  a  com¬ 
mon  door,  they  turned  upon  two  hinges*  cf 
the  fame  done  as  the  door,  thefe  works  are  all  of 
the  fame  white  marble,  with  the  rooms.  I  now  re¬ 
turned  by  theGrottoof ihzPr'dphzxJerefniah  which 
is  under  a  hill,  n^ar  the  walls  of  the  city  ;  it  is  a 
large  wide  place,  but  does  not  gb  deep*  on  the  left 
hand  is  a  kind  of  bench  of  rock,  four  or  fix 
feet  high,  on  which  the  Prophet  ufually 
fiept  i  In  this  Grotto  he  wrote  his  book  of 
the  Lamentations.  Here  is  a  draw-well  of 
good  water. 

My  next  defire  was  to  fe&  the  plate  of  the 
Holy-Sepulchre ,  and  being  informed  it  would  be 
bpen  on  the  5th  of  Auguft ,  attended  there  at 
20  o'clock  ;  there  were  many  people  waiting, 
till  the  two  Caddeys  came,  from  the  Governor 
with  the  2  keys,  it  being  fecured  with  two  locks, 
and  each  of  thefe  men  having  bne  *  it  cannot 
be  opened  but  in  their  prefence  ;  they  alfo  place 
their  leal,  lo  that  no  falfe  key  may  be  ufed,  the 
Turk  only  opens  it  when  he  thinks  proper 
fometimes  he  allows  it  to  (land  open  half  an 
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hour,  and  at  other  times  an  hour  or  two,  during 
which  time,  thofc  who  refidc  within  may  go  out* 
vifit  their  friends,  &c.  and  the  people  of  Jeru™ 
falemy  &e.  may  join,  pay  their  devotions,  and 
come  out  again,  warning  being  given,  before 
the  doors  are  (but  again ;  if  any  perfon  vifiiting 
the  place,  is  (hut  in,  he  mud  remain  a  week* 
fortnight,  or  perhaps  a  month,  till  the  Turk 
permits  the  door  to  be  opened  again.  The 
Temple  or  building  which  contains  the  Holy- 
Sepulchre,  &c.  is  a  very  fpacious  and  roomy- 
place  built  by  St.  Helena ,  and  intended  to  con¬ 
tain  as  many  holy  or  remarkable  places  as  pof- 
fiblcj  within  it  are  four  principle  feels  of  Chrif- 
tians;  ift  the  Greeks,  who  are  mod  in  number* 
and  have  the  greated  fway;  2nd  the  Latins; 
3d  the  Armenians ;  4th  the  Gofites  or  ancient 
Egyptain  Chriftians  ;  I  payed  at  the  rate  of  2U 
103.  for  admittance,  and  went  to  refide  in  the 
Latin  Convent  till  the  next  time  the  gate  fhould 
be  opened. 


I  now  accompained  the  Fryers  to  vifit  the 
various  remarkable,  places  in  this  Fabrick  ;  iit: 
where  our  Lord  was  derided  ;  2nd  where  the 
foldiers  parted  his  garments  ;  3d  where  he  was 
fhut  up,  while  things  were  getting  ready  for 
his  execution  ;  4*  where  he  was  crowned  with 
thorns ;  5th  where  he  was  fcourged  ;  6th  where 
he  was  nailed  to  the  crofs,  on  mount  Calvary t 
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it  is  only  eighteen  fleps  tip  to  the  top  of  this 
mount,  we  leave  our  flippers  at  the  bottom  of 
the  flairs  ;  yth  where  the  crofs  was  fet  up,  there 
is  a  hole  in  the  rock  where  the  foot  of  the 
crofs  was  placed  $  it  is  lined  round  with 
filver,  with  a  plate  of  the  fame  metal  on  the  top, 
clofe  by  here  is  the  cleft  in  the  rock,  which  was 
r^nt  when  our  Lord  expired,  wcdecended  from 
the  mount,  and  8th  fawthe  anointing  flcne  where 
our  Lords  body  was  anointed  for  his  burial ;  it 
is  a  marble  ftonc,  and  lies  flat  on  the  ground, 
clofe  by  it  are  the  tombs  of  Godfrey  and  Bald. 
*win>  Kings  of  Jerufalem ;  9th  the  Sepulchre ,where 
his  body  was  laid,  there  is  a  porch  at  the  door 
of  it,  and  within  is  a  dun  coloured  flone,  of 
about  a  foot  each  way,  on  which  the  Angel  was 
fitting  the  morning  of  his  refurrcdlion  \  the  door 
of  this  Holy  place  is  fo  fmalJ,  that  a  flone  rolled 
againfl  it  might  fecure  it,  its  height  is  about 
three  feet,  and  breadth  about  two ;  in  this  fmall 
place  is  room  only  for  three  pepolc  at  a  time* 
and  that  oh  their  knees  on  the  right  hand  going 
in,  is  a  bench  of  white  rharble,  under  it  was 
the  body  of  out  Lord  laid ;  over  it  are  forty- 
four  filver  lamps  continualy  burning ;  at  the 
porch  are  eighteen,  and  at  the  anointing  flone 
eight  large  ones,  and  at  the  mount  Calvary 
twenty-five,  befldes  fomc  others  in  the  temple^ 
in  all  one  hundred  and  ninety-two  of  filver-  be¬ 
fldes  thofe  of  glafs  and  brafs  almoft  without 

number ; 
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number;  I  then  went  to  the  other  end  of  the 
Temple,  and  defcended  twenty-eight  ftcps  to  a 
chapel,  dedicated  to  St,  Helena ,  thence  thirteen 
Heps  more  to  a  Grotto  under  the  rock,  where 
St.  Helsm  found  part  of  the  Holy  Crofs;  all 
this  time  we  went  in  procdlion,  with  every  one  a 
wax  candle  in  his  hand  and  a  Latin  book  of 
hymns,  which  we  fung  at  every  place,  our  pro- 
ceflion  was  thus,  one  went  before  with  a  pot  of 
incence,  to  perfume  every  Holy  Place ;  three* 
had  each  of  them  a  garment  of  gold  lace,  the 
others  had  white  robes  over  their  deaths,  the 
proceffion,  &c.  being  ended*  we  returned  each, 
to  his  apartments. 

The  Latins  have  a  good  organ  at  their  chapel^ 
and  a  bell  to  ring  when  they  go  to  theirdevotions2 
which  is  at  twelve  at  night,  four  in  the  morning, 
and  almoft  conflantly  through  the  day  ;  what¬ 
ever  the  world  may  fay  or  think,  thefe  people  are 
certainly  far  from  being  idle ;  the  Greeks 
inftead  of  a  bell,  have  a  board  hung  up  with 
holes  in  it,  which  they  beat  with  a  wooden  mail 
let,  at  other  times  they  have  a  hoop  of  iron 
which  they  beat  with  a  hammer  *  the  Armenians 
have  the  fame ;  the  Gophits  have  fomething 
like  two  pewter  plates,  which  they  rub  on  each 
other:  Next  day  went  to  take  a  more  minute 
view  of  this  place  which  has  all  the  conveniences 
that  can  be  fuppofed,  here  is  a  draw-well  which 
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ferves  them  all  with  water,  in  the  gate  is  a  ho  r 
fo  large  that  a  fmall  child  may  creep  through, 
and  by  this  the  people  that  dwell  within  have  a 
communication  with  their  friends  in  the  city  to 
get  their  oil  for  the  lamps,  bread,  fiefh,  and 
every  thing  they  want,  as  to  the  lamp*  in  this 
* Temple ,  every  clafs  of  thefc  people  have  their 
own,  and  trim  them  when  wanted ;  formerly 
there  hung  a  filver  lamp  zi  the  door  of  the 
Holy  Sepulchre  t  fo  large  that  two  men  could 
fcarcely  embrace  it,  I  took  the  liberty  of  enquiry 
ing  wnat  was  become  of  it,  and  was  informed 
that  about  thirty-two  years  ago,  a  difpute  arifing 
among  the  Chriftians,  the  Greeks  broke  it  with 
their  flicks*  :  Inftead  of  the  large  filver  lamp 
there  are  three  of  brafs,  but  the  wheel  Hill  re- 
mains  which  hoifted  and  lowered  it- 

. 

In  one  end  of  this  Temple  is  a  round  building 
not  unlike  the  Rotunda  at  Rome ,  higher,  but 
not  fo  wide,  the  apperture  of  that  at  Rome ,  is 
open,  but  that  at  JerufaJem  has  a  wire  knetting 
over  it,  to  hinder  the  birds  from  comming  in  ; 
exadlly  under  the  apperture  is  the  Holy  Sepulchre , 
and  when  any  rain  falls,  it  mu  ft  fall  on  it ;  but, 
$$  there  are  only  three  fmall  holes  in  the  roof,  to 

let; 

*  It  is  a  melancholy  truth,  that  thefe  religious  people 
inftead  of  being  brotherly,  and  in  friendfhip,  are  fre¬ 
quently  at  varience,  and  even  rail  with  bitternefs  againft 
each  other. 
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let  out  the  fmoke  of  the  lamps,  and  oyer  the 
lamps  is  a  canapy,  fo  no  rain  can  get  in  ;  near 
this,  is  a  place  called  by  the  Greeks/4  the  middle 
of  the  world  /’over  the  door  of  the  porch  is  a  pic¬ 
ture  of  Chrift  comming  in  his  aPower  and  great 
Glory/'  and  in  the  Sepulchre  is  a  picture  of  him 
in  the  grave,  both  fet  in  frames  of  filver  :  In 
this  place  a  vaft  number  of  candles  are  continual¬ 
ly  burning,  feme  of  which  I  meafured  and  found 
twelve  inches  round,  each  of  the  candlefticks  ar£ 
a  fufficicnt  load  for  one  horfe  to  draw  in  a  cart* 
they  were  call  by  St.  Helena .  This  Temple  hath 
in  it  at  the  time  of  the  holy  week,  or  Ealter,  1 500 
lamps  and  four  thoufand  wax  candles  ;  near  this 
place  (but  without  the  walls)  I  was  told  Abra¬ 
ham  attempted  to  offer  his  fon  IJaac  Augufi  1  ith 

the  door  was  opened  and  I  came  out  of  the

It  appears  wonderful  to  me,  that  the  Prieffs 
are  not  wearied  by  the  continued  dull  round  of 
devotions  in  this  place;  it  is  true,  they  may 
change  their  fituation  when  they  think  proper; 
but  one  of  them  told  me  he  had  been  there  up¬ 
wards  of  thirteen  years. 

After  this,  I  amufed  myfelf  in  viewing  the  fe~ 
veral  places  moft  remarkable  in  the  city,  viz. 

the  church  of  St.  Ann, where  theVirgin  Mary 
was  it  is  now  partly  in  ruins ;  and  where 

our 
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our  Lord  flood  when  he  had  pardoned  Mary 
Magdalene  her  fins  ;  the  Priefts  affirm  it  is  the 
print  of  his  foot,  which  is  there  feen  on  aftone*  <* 

3  where  our  Lord  was  imprifoned,  it  is  now

a  ftabie  ;  4th  the  Pool  yffiere  the  Angel  went 
down  at  a  certain  feafon,  and  troubled  the  watery 
5th  the  Palace  of  Pontious  Pilate}vic  go  up  flairs* 
into  a  room  which  they  fay  was  the  Judgement - 
Ball,  it  is  now  a  Granary  ;  from  the  window 
fee  the  fpot  of  ground  on  which  Solomons  Temple 
flood,  it  is  at  prefent  a  fquare  peice  of  ground, 
withfome  trees  op  it;  in  the  middle  is  a  fquare 
building  of  eight  angles,  and  four  doors  in  the 
Mofaic  order,  it  was  built  by  St.  Helena ,  but 
falling  into  the  hands  of  the  Turk,  it  is  now  con- 
verted  into  a  Mefque>  into  which  no  chrifian  is 
permited  to  enter,  or  even  to  walk  on  the  fquare,. 
On  forfeiture  of  their  life,  or  their  religion.' 

ThisPalace  of  Pilate  has  formerly  been  a  large 
building,  at  prefent  only  a  fmall  part  of  it  is  in 
repair,  and  in  it  the  Governor  dwells,  it  occupied 
b^tf  fides  of  the  flreet,  having  an  arch’d  paffage

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from  one'  fide  to  the  other,  with  a  window  on 
each  fide,  the  pafiage?  and  into  this  was  our 
Lord  brought,  when  he  was  fliown  to  the  Jews* 
and  they  (landing  below  in  the  ilreet,  heard 
ECCE  HOMO. 

Auguft  13th.  I  went  out  at  the  gate  of  Sti 
Stepheny  it  was  near  here  that  Martyr  was  (loned 
to  death  ;  on  the  other  fide  is  the  valley  of  Je- 
hojaphat,  at  the  bottom  of  this  is  the  brook 
C edrorty  fo  much  fpoken  of,  it  has  however  fo 
little  the  appearance  of  a  brook,  that  except  in 
time  of  rain  it  is  perfectly  dry  ;  near  this  is  a  large 
building,  chiefly  underground,  called  the  Sepul - 
shre  of  the  Virgin  Mary  \  I  entered  in  by  an  iron 
gate,  and  defeended  forty-eight  fleps  of  flairs,' 
on  the  left  hand  is  the  tomb  of  Jofeph ,  oppofite 
to  which j  on.  the  right  is  that  of  Joakim}  &c. 
the  bottom  is  large,  and  hath  a  well  of  good 
water*  El  ere  is  the  Sepulcher  of  the  Virgin  and 
many  lamps  round  it,  and  feven  alters  for  as 
many  fe£ts  of  Chriftians. 

Near  this  fpot  are  many  places  accounted  re~ 
markable.  The  Grotto  where  Judas  came  t> 
betray  his  mailer;  where  Chrift  fweat  blood 
when  at  prayer;  the  rock  where  were  his  Difcij 
pies  when  he  found  them  afleep;  the  place 
Where  the  Virgin  prayed  for  Stephen,  when 

the  Jews  were  putting  him  to  death  1  where  Chrift 

wept

wept,  over  Jerufale which  is  about  half  way 
tip  Mount  Olivet ;  a  cellar  with  twelve  arches 
where  the  apoflels  compofcd  the  creed  :  I  came 
to  the  top  of  Mount  Olivet ;  where  is  a  frrlall 
chapel,  going  down  on  the  other  fide,  is  where 
our  Saviour  took  the  afs  to  ride  to  Jorufalem >  on 
palm  funday  ;  faw  the  part  where  flood  the  houfe 
of  Mary  Magdalene  %  alfo  of  Martha :  Here  \l 
the  ftone  where  Chrift  was  fitting,  when  they 
told  him  their  brother  was  dead  ;  came  on  my 
return  to  Bethany ,  -where  Lazarus  dwelt,  there 
fall  remains  the  ruins  of  his  houfe,  and  the  nar¬ 
row  (lone  flairs  down  which  he  was  buried  when 
Chrift  raifed  him  to  life,  and  a  few  fteps  higher 
is  the  place  where  he  was  afterward  buried ; 
came  to  the  fpot  where  flood  the  barren  Fig 
Tree ;  feveral  trees  of  that  kind  grow  on  the 
fpot  at  this,,  time ;  came  where  Judas  hanged 
himfelf,  it  is  exadliy  oppofite  the  Eaft  Gate  of 
the  Temple ;  I  therefore  fuppofe  when  he  threw 
down  the  money  he  came  out  of  the  Temple  and 
took  the  firfl  tree  that  prefented  itfelf.  Arrived 
at  a  Village  cut  out  in  fmall  elofets,  out  of  the 
rock,  it  is  called  the  Village  of  Concubines ,  and 
here  they  tell  us  that  Solomon  kept  his  women, 
and  on  the  hill  above  worfhiped  Moloch  ;  faw  the 
fountain  of  thebleffed  Virgin ;  the  Pool  o  f  Silo  am, 
the  water  comes  from  under  Sion-Hill ,  it  is  not 
clean,  only  fit  to  water  the  Kings  garden,  as  it 
was  called,  this  is  the  only  garden  about  Jeru- 
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Jalem,  and  {lands  at  the  bottom  of  the  valley  of 
Jehofaphat ,  near  this  place  was  tfaiab  fawn  afifun- 
der.  Went  to  fee  the  well  where  Nehemiah  hid 
the  Holy-Fire,  and  found  it  after  the  Babylonifh 
captivity,  it  is  cut  in  a  rock  very  deep,  and 
when  the  brook  Ccdron  over-flows, it  runs  into  it. 
Went  to  the  Pocters-Field,  purchafcd  with  thirty 
pieces  of  filver  ( about  jl-  12s. J  it  is  like  a  pic 
dug  in  the  rock,  done  over  with  an  arch,  and 
five  holes  to  let  the  coffins  down,  I  went  in 
tinder  the  rock,  and  looking  through  a  hole  faw 
feveral  bones ;  it  is  ftill  a  burying  place  for 
ftrangers,  and  formerly  was  fuch  for  the  Latins* 
but  the  Pope  purchafed  feme  time  ago,  a  piece 
of  ground  from  the  Turk,  becaufc  he  would 
nO£  have  the  Chriftians  thrown  in  there  any 
more. 

I  now  went  up  Mount  Sion,  to  fee  the  burying 
ground  for  the  Chriftians  and  Greeks,  on  the 
top  of  this  hill  is  an  Armenian  Church,  where 
they  have  under  the  Alter  the  ftone  which  was 
rolled  to  the  mouth  of  our  Lords  Sepulchre* 
this  hill  was  in  ancient  times  the  middle  of  Je~ 
rujalem  Entered  in  at  Sicn-Gate ,  and  came  to 
the  church  of  St.  James ,  the  brother  of  John 
that  was  beheaded,  it  is  adorned  with  mother- 
apcarl,  tortoif-ftiell,  &c.  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  .Armenians,  and  is  by  far  the  ftneft  church 
in  Jerusalem , 
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Auguft  15th.  Being  the  afcenfion  of  the  blefTcd 
Virgin,  I  went  out  with  many  others  to  vifit 
her  Sepulchre,  we  were  at  the  Gate  of  St. 
Stephen  before  it  was  opened,  and  while  we 
waited  here,  all  the  Chriflians  in  Jerufalem 
gathered  to  thcGatc, which  was  no  fooncr  opened 
than  they  ran  as  if  they  were  all  mad,  down  the 
valley,  to  her  Sepulchre ;  in  the  crowd  I  made 
my  efcape  from  my  companions,  and  refolved 
to  take  a  ramble  at  large,  into  fome  corners 
where  I  had  not  yet  been,  but  firft  I  ran  up  to 
the  top  of  Mount  Olivet ,  to  fee  the  dead  fea, 
and  Arabia  the  ftony,  which,  when  I  faw,  was 
forry  1  could  not  reach  ;  this  fea  is  eighty  miles 
long,  and  about  fixteen  over  ;  it  is  fifteen  miles 
eaft  from  Jerufalem  ;  the  river  Jordon  runsdnto 
it,  at  the  north  end ;  although  it  is  fo  near  to 
Jerufalemy  it  is  eaftly  to  go  to  it,  on  account 
of  the  Arabs  that  rove  about  the  coaft,  fo  any 
perfons-  journeying  there,  mud  have  a  guard  of 
foldiers  to  protc&  them. 

I  walked  round  Jerufalem, which  is  called  three 
miles  in  circumferance,  but  I  paced  it  round  and 
made  it  exaddy  4630  paces,  which  according  to 
my  befl  judgment  is  exadly  two  miles  and  a 
half ;  the  walls  are  in  good  order,  being  all  built 
with  good  fquare  flones,  with  a  foot-path  round 
the  top ;  on  the  eafl  and  opofite  to  where  the 
Temple  was,  at  the  bottom  of  the  wall  are  fome 
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large  ftones  that  belong’d  to  the  ancient  walls* 
on  the  weft  is  a  caftle  with  Tome  brafs  guns  and 
a  trench  round  it,  with  a  bridge ;  in  the  walls 
of  this  city  are  four  gates,  Joppa  on  the  wefh 
JJamaJcus  on  the  north,  St  Stephens  on  the  eaft, 
and  Sion  on  the  fouthj  on  my  return  to  the  Con¬ 
vent,  the  Porter  told  me  I  had  done  very  wrong 
3n  going  alone,  and  that  they  had  been  very  un- 
eafy,  leaft  I  had  been  in  confinement  by  the 
Turks,  he  faid  I  was  not  fufticiently  fenfible  of 
the  danger  I  had  been  in, 

Augujl  17th.  I  was  informed  a  fmdl  company 
intended  to  let  out  for  Joppa>  fo  I  made  ready 
to  join  them,  and  leave  Jerufalem  $  I  therefore 
defired  to  have  my  account,  as  I  never  paid  any 
money  myfelf,  the  Druggerman  does  all  that 
bimnefs  ;  one  of  the  articles  viz.  for  entering  the 
Holy  Sepulchre  i\,  ids.  a  fomething  for  the  Go~ 
vernor,  Druggerman,  &c.  &c.  and  a  fomething 
for  aim  oft  every  place  I  viftted,  in  all  about 
81-  fterling;  I  then  got  a  certificate  to  certify 
that  I  had  been  thcre,fotir  weeks  and  three  days* 
and  at  four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  we  each  had 
a  mule  a  peace,  and  the  Priefts  accompanying 
me  to  Joppa-Gate^  wiftied  me  a  fafe  journey  to 
Europe  again, 

Inftead  of  returning  from  Jerufalem  the  fame 
way  I  entered  it,  we  turned  to  the  north,  and  as 
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two  of  the  company  fpokc  the  Lingua  Franca 
I  afked  the  reafon,  they  informed  me  that  part 
was  at  prefect  much  infefled  by  the  Arabs ,  we 
came  along  as  rugged  a  path  as  can  be  imagined ; 
on  the  top  of  a  high  place  we  pafled  a  town  in 
ruins,  I  afked  its  name,  which  they  could  not 
inform  me.  but  faid  it  formerly  belonged  to  the 
Knights  of  St.  John  of  Jerufale  m •  about  the 
middle  of  the  night  we  defeended  to  the  fhell, 
faw  two  fires,  our  guide  bid  us  make  no  noife,  for 
yonder  was  a  camp  of  Arabs>  our  company  wer« 
all  alarmed?  not  knowing  what  might  be  the  con- 
fequcnce  ;  a  little  farther  pafTed  a  thicket,  from 
whence  two  fbones  were  caft  at  us,  fuppofe  it 
was  from  fome  per  ion  or  perfons  who  were 
afraid  to  attack  us,  our  number  being  no  lefs 
than  twenty;  before  day  got  to  Ramata  and 
knocked  at  the  Gate  of  the  Convent,  they  afked 
from  within  who  was  there,  our  guide  anfwercd 
<c  Chriftians  from  EfiudsJ  that  is  the  Holy-City 
for  in  that  place  Jerujalem  is  fo  called  ;  here  we 
were  refrefhed  with  fome  cakes  and  wine,  then 
fie  wed  to  bed, where  we  relied  twenty-four  hours  i 
we  then  went  on  to  Joppa,  to  the  houfe  of  the 
Britifh  Conful,  which  happened  to  be  full  of 
Jews  from  Conjlantinople ,  bound  for  Jerufale?n 
and  Hebrony  I  therefore  went  to  lodge  at  the 
Latin  Convent,  which  is  built  on  the  fpot  where 
Simon  Peter  a  tanner  dwelt,  by  the  fca  fide;  here 
I  had  in  my  journey  to  Jerufalemy  left  fome  mo¬ 
ney?  not  knowing  what  might  happen  tome  there, 
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here  I  found  the  Captain  that  brought  me 
from  Acre,  had  called  for  payment  of  my  paiTagc, 
which  by  the  bye  1  had  payed  him  before. 
Enquired  which  way  I  fhould  get  to  Egypt,, 
found  a  fhip  bound  for  JDamata,  and  contary  to 
the  advice  of  the  Conful  went  on  board,  Augufl 
2  id  there  was  not  a  Chriftian  on  board,  myfelf 
excepted,  we  were  full  of  paffengers,  had  con¬ 
trary  winds,  and  being  clofc  with  the  fhore  the 
dry  fands  rede&ed  a  heat,  which  became  very 
troublefome ;  our  water  was  very  brakifh,  as  all 
the  water  at  Joppa  is,  and  we  had  three  bulls  on 
board  which  confumeda  great  deal  of  it:  when  we 
got  to  the  coad  of  Egypt  the  Captain  wifhed  to  fend 
the  bulls  on  fhore,  and  a  man  with  them,  hoided 
out  one  of  them,  who  after  Twinning  half  way  to 
the  fhore  returned,  and  although  the  Captain 
and  others  fwam  out  to  beat  him,  and  did  every 
thing  they  could  to  drive  him  on  fhore,  he  ef¬ 
fected  his  return  to  the  fhip. 

Next  day  met  a  vefiel  belonging  to  Damaiata 9 
Into  which  myfelf,  the  other  paffengers,  and 
three  bulls  were  put,  and  we  fleered  for  the 
mouth  of  the  Nile. 

Many  leagues  before  we  came  to  this  river  I 
obferved  the  water  was  red,  it  was  the  time  the 
nile  overflowed  when  we  entered  its  mouth,  fo 
ftrong  did  the  fea  go  with  the  wed  wind,  that 
we  narrowly  efcaped  being  overfet  oa  a  bank.

Faffed  on  theeaff  a  town  called  lfbeck>  on  each 
fide  of  the  Nile  are  abundance  of  palm  and  rice 
trees  ;  came  to  the  ancient  Pelujium ,  now  called 
Damaita ,  fifteen  miles  from  the  main  fea,  it  is 
a  long- town  without  walls,  has  many  inhabitants  j 
coming  to  the  landing  place  I  was  in  trouble 
howl  lliould  find  any  franks,  when  looking  on 
my  letters,  a  man  came  up  to  rre  and  without 
any  ceremony,  took'  them  out  of  my  hand,  and 
looking  over  them  found  one  directed  to  himfelf ; 
lie  returned  me  the  others,  and  fpeaking  to  me 
in  the  Lingua  Franca,  took  me  to  a  kane  where 
the  Franks  dwell  in  a  large  building,  by  them- 
felves ;  there  was  a  fort  of  inn,  w  here  the  Euro¬ 
peans  lodge,  and  here  I  remained  three  days  and 
nights  before  the  veffel  failed  for  Grand 
Cairo :  I  then  embarked  in  a  boat  September  iff 
going  up  the  river  faw  many  villages,  but  alj 
had  the  miferable  afpedl  of  poverty,  they  are 
generally  built  of  bricks,  burnt  by  the  fun  only? 
which  (there  being  little  or  no  rainy  hardens 
them  Efficiently.  Mofl  of  thefe  Villages  have 
the  form  of  a  wall  round  them,  though  it  only 
Serves  to  turn  a  fide  the  cattle. 

Half  way  from  Damaita  to  Cairo  is  a  largetown 
called  Morfeura ,  it  has  fifteen  ffeeples,  on  both 
fides  of  this  river  are  engins  for  throwing  water 
to  the  land,  fome  of  which  are  worked  by  men, 
and  others  by  oxen  5  their  ingenuity  has  never 
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yet  erected  fuch  waterworks  as  thofe  at  London - 
Bridge,  &c.  fame  of  the  Villages  have  vail  quan¬ 
tities  ot  doves,  their  eggs  are  very  plentiful. 
This  is  a  flat  country,  and  has  no  water  but  the 
iiik  :  On  the  eaft  fide  of  this  branch  is  the  land 
of  G  often  ;  after  feven  days  from  Dam  ait  a  arived 
at  Bulloch ,  which  is  the  Fort  for  Cairo,  being 
about  two  miles  diftant. 

I  had  a  letter  Written  in  Arabic ,  to  a  gentle- 
Inan  of  the  Cuftomhoufe,  directing  him  to  fend 
me  to  the  Latins  Convent,  in  what  they  call 
the  Venechen-Street ,  in  Cairo,  and  my  Captain 
had  orders  to  fee  this  put  in  execution ;  when 
the  Gentleman  had  read  the  letter,  he  ordered  a 
lad  and  an  afs  to  take  me  to  that  place;  I  took 
money  from  my  pocket  and  made  flgns  to  the 
boy  to  make  his  demand,  w7hich  he  made  me 
underftand  was  ten  Medens  (fix-pence,)  I  then 
mounted  the  afs,  the  boy  running  after  it  to 
iwitch  it  along. 

When  I  c  arae  there  [September  yth)  I  was 
kindly  received,  and  informed  there  were  three 
Englishmen  in  the  town,  on  enquiry  however^ 
found  one  was  dead,  another  gone  away,  and  a 
3d.  remained ;  1  then  fent  the  Druggerman  to 
requefl  an  audience,  he  fent  for  me  diredtly,  and 
when  I  went  made  me  exceedingly  welcome  - 
but  told  me  he  could  fpeak  no  Englifh;  as  he 
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native  of  Scotland ,  and  related  to  the  Stewart’s 
family’ :  I  afked  him  if  any  Englifh  was  fpoken  in 
that  City,  he  anfwered  no,  and  although  he  went 
under  the  name  of  a  Brittony  he  did  not  under- 
Hand  any  of  that  language  •  he  invited  me  to 
dwell  with  him,  but  I  informed  him  of  my  in¬ 
tention,  to  quit  Cairo  ill  a  few  days  *  He  told 
me  he  was  a  tingle  man,  and  if  I  would  except 
of  his  fervice,  he  would  make  as  happy  as  he 
poffibly  could,  at  lead  faid  he  you  fhall  be  much 
more  at  your  cafe,  than  your  circumdance9  can 
allow  at  Brittain ,  and  it  is  my  wifh  to  learn  the 
Englifh  Language  |  the  offer  was  kind,  but  no¬ 
thing  could  induce  me  to  live  in  a  country,whcre 
fo  few  of  the  comforts  of  life  are  to  be  had.  there  is 
neither  fruit,  vegitables,  wine,  nor  beer ;  they 
have  bread  to  cat  with  their  meat,  and  water  to 
drink  $  but  neither  milk  or  butter  to  be  found* 
and  every  three  or  four  years  they  are  vifited 
by  the  Plague,  which  fweeps  away  vaft  numbers 
of  the  inhabitants  ;  it  is  however  very  populous* 
for  in  the  bufy  time  of  the  day,  the  ffreets  arc 
fo  crowed  with  people  that  one  paffes  with  dif¬ 
ficulty. 


Here  are  no  carriages  of  any  kind,  goods  are 
all  carried  on  camels,  and  people  ride  upon  what 
annimal  they  can  afford,  except  Chriftians,  who 
arc  not  permitted  to  ride  on  any  thing  but  affes, 
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which  arc  to  be  hired  in  the  ftreeti  (ready  fad- 
died,)  is  hackney-coaches  in  London ;  the 
bettcrmofl  fort  of  inhabitants,  ride  upon  fine 
Arabian  horfes,  which  make  a  very  beautiful 


appearance. 


In  this  city  are  twenty-four  Governors,  when 
any  of  them  go  out,  they  arc  mounted  on  fine 
Arabian  horfes,  furrounded  with  footmen,  with 
long  white  poles  in  their  hands ;  if  a  Chriftian 
on  an  afs  meets  them,  he  muft  difmount,  or  he 
will  foon  feel  the  weight  of  them. 

The  prefent  head  Governor  of  this  place,  is  the 
fon  of  a  Chriftian  Prieft,  he  keeps  his  palace  in 
the  caflle,  which  they  fay  was  built  by  the  Pa¬ 
triarch  Jofepb  ;  it  is  about  two  miles  in  circum- 
ferance,  and  has  two  gates,  a  number  of  inhabi¬ 
tants,  many  granite  ftoncs  among  the  old  ruins* 
and  in  the  higheft  part  a  well,  which  the  inha¬ 
bitants  call  "  Jofephs  well,”  it  is  an  oblong 
fquarc,  cut  into  a  rock,  and  is  fuppofed  to  be 
the  deepeft  in  the  world ;  a  flair  cafe  goes  tw» 
thirds  down,  winding  round  the  well,  at  the 
bottom  of  which  is  a  wheel,  which  is  turned 
round  by  bullocks  and  draws  water  from  the 
bottom,  which  being  emptied  into  a  ciftern,  an¬ 
other  wheel  worked  alfo  by  bullocks  at  the  top, 
draws  it  up^  it  is  then  difperfed  to  all  parts  of 
the  caflle,, 
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The  water  of  this  well  is  fuppofed  by  many 
to  be  that  of  the  Nile,  I  think  otherwife,  being 
guided  by  the  following  reafons,  i  ft  it  is  much 
deeper  than  the  Nile ;  ad  it  poffeffes  neither  its 
colour  or  tafte. 

Near  this  caftle  is  a  very  high  rocky  mount# 
which  commands  a  fine  profpedt  of  the  Nile* 
Cairo,  and  the  adjacent  country ;  but  on  requeft 
ting  my  guide  to  afcend  with  me,  he  faid  it|wa§ 
as  much  as  my  life  was  worth,  to  attempt  it 
without  a  guard: I  therefore  walked  on  to  view  old 
Cairo ,  at  about  three  miles  diftancc;  it  was  built 
from  the  ruins  of  the  ancien  t  Memphis-,  moft  of  the 
houfes  are  uninhabited,  and  it  is  faid  this  is  the 
place  where  our  Saviour,  his  mother,  and  JoJeph 
fled,  from  Herods  cruelty*,  here  are  fome  old 
buildings  which  are  called  Jofephs  ftore-houfes3 
I  much  doubt  however  their  being  fo  ancient ;  on 
the  weft  fide  is  the  place  where  Mofes  was  expof- 
ed  to  the  water,  and  from  this  place  I  had  a  view 
of  the  wonderful  Pyramids,  fo  much  fpoken  of, 
and  fo  well  deferibed  by  other  people,  that  I 
flhall  only  fay,  there  arc  many  of  them  in  Egypt  5. 
the  great  one  is  faid  to  be  700  feet  high,  and  to 
cover  eleven  Englifh  acres  of  land ;  in  the 
middle  of  this  part  of  the  Nile  is  a  little  ifland^ 
in  which  ftands  a  fpcckled  pillar,  the  marks  of 
which  deferibe  the  rifing  and  falling  of  the 
river* 
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I  embarked  for  Rojetia ,  where  I  arrived  in 
three  days  ;  this  is  a  trading  town,  as  all  the 
goods  that  come  from  Cairo  for  Alexandria  are 
brought  hither  in  fiat  bottom  boats,  then  fhip  • 
ped  for  the  latter  place  •  from  here  I  was  defire- 
ous  of  going  overland  to  Alexandria ,  but  I  was 
advifed  to  the  contrary,  on  account  of  the  Arabs, 
who  infefted  the  country  ;  I  alfo  mud  have  gone 
a  long  way  round,  the  Nile  having  overflowed  the 
country,  I  therefore  took  (hip  and  arived  there 
in  three  days* 

This  city  is  at  ptefent  modly  in  ruins,  it  has 
dill  a  fample  of  the  drong  wall,  formerly  built 
by  the  Saracens ,  with  the  ruins  of  fifty-four 
towers,  but  of  the  original  city  built  by  Alex- 
andsr  the  great,  no  vedage  remains,  except 
Pompeys  pillar?  which  dands  in  a  barren  defers 
full  half  a  mile  from  the  walls  of  the  city,  and 
confids  of  three  peices,  the  Pedeftal ,  the  & baft, 
and  the  Ttp,  the  lliank  is  eighty-eight  feet  nine 
inches  high  ;  out  entire  peice  of  granate,  with 
fome  Heathen  figures  and  inferiptions,  it  is  mat¬ 
ter  of  adonifhment  by  what  means  fo  great  and 
weighty  a  body  was  fird  fet  up. 

Oppofite  to  Alexandria,  in  the  Mediterranean 
dands  the  fmall  ifland  of  Pharos  ;  here  flood 
the  famous  light-houfe,  which  was  built  by 
Sojlrates  >  it  had  a  great  number  of  lights  at  the 
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top,  to  dircdl  the  ihips  into  the  harbour,  and 
was  recorded  one  of  the  feren  wonders  of  the 
world, 

September  20th.  I  was  calling  in  my  mind  how 
I  Ihould  return  to  Europe ;  a  French  ihip  came 
from  Conftantinoplc ,  with  the  plague  on  board, 
of  which  three  of  their  men  had  died  :  Deter¬ 
mined  to  go  on  board  the  firft  ihip  I  could  ;  en¬ 
tered  on  board  a  Ragufia  ihip  bound  to  Leg- 
hern  ;  fet  fail  with  a  contrary  wind,  and  inftcad 
of  failing  for  the  weft,  paifed  the  mouth  of  the 
Nile,  and  coafted  Syria,  Cyprus,  and  the  teller 
Afia ,  and  found  ourfclves  on  the  twenty-eight 
by  what  is  called  the  Red  Caftle *  where  we  were 
over-hauled  by  a  veil'd  under  Rufian  colours,  but 
received  no  injury :  On  the  30th  a  great  fca,  a 
ihip  going  a  long  fide,  had  like  to  endangered 
themfelves  and  us,  but  lyckily  no  damage  was 
done  to  either, 

Qftober  6th,  Came  to  Rhodes  for  a  fupply  of 
water  and  provifions,  but  could  get  nothing  but 
bread  :  This  city  is  about  three  miles  in  circum- 
ferance,its  fortificators  are  now  in  a  ruinous  ftate 
it  has  ajeonvenient  and  good  harbour ;  the  inhabit 
tants  yonfiftsof}ews,Turks,andChriiliansjbut  the 
latter  are  not  allowed  to  remain  within  the  walk 
®t  night:  On  the  mouthof  the  harbour  formerly 
flood  the  famous  Colloffes  recorded  one  of  the 
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feven  wonders  of  the  world ;  it  was  feven  ty 
cubits  high,  and  between  its  legs  the  Uni ps  failed 
into,  and  out  of  the  harbour,  its  head  repre¬ 
sented  the  fun,  in  one  hand,  it  held  a  light-houfe 
for  the  direction  of  flipping,  and  in  the  other  a 
fecptre,  it  flood  fixty-fix  years  and  was  thrown 
down  by  an  earthquake. 

We  departed  from  Rhodes  and  failed  into  the 
Archipelago ;  October  9th  having  contrary 
winds  and  &  dark  night,  we  went  into  a  bay  of 
the  ifle  of  Pefcope  for  fhdter,  where  we 
dropt  anchor  in  company  of  a  Turkifli  Pirate  ; 
who  ordered  our  Captain  on  board,  and  a  iked 
him  many  queflions,  at  the  fame  time  ordered 
the  three  pafiengers  to  be  fent  on  board,  which 
was  likewife  complied  with,  as  he  faid  he  wifhed 
to  fee  them,  we  were  taken  into  the  cabin  where 
the  Turkifli  Captain  was  fitting  crofs  legged 
on  a  carpet,  with  a  long  pipe  in  his  mouth,  our 
Captain  was  fitting  by  him ;  we  were  examined 
by  an  interpreter,  who  afked  who  that  young 
man  was,  the  anfwer  was  <c  His  father  is  a  mer¬ 
chant  in  Leghorn ,  and  he  had  been  at  grand  Cairo 
for  three  years  to  learn  the  Arabic  language  V 
he  then  enquired  who  is  that  other  man,  and 
was  anfwcred,  “  A  native  of  Dama/pusL  he  next 
afked  who  I  was,  I  anfwered  “Englifli;”  he 
faid  he  was  very  glad  to  find  an  Englishman,  as 
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very  few  came  that  way,  he  then  turned  his 
whole  difeourfe  to  me,  aiked  me  many  ques¬ 
tions,  particularly  of  what  rank  I  was,  I  told 
him  I  was  only  a  Servant,  and  had  traveled  in 
con  Sequence  of  a  ffrong  defire  of  feeing  the 
ancient  world,  he  laid  I  'might  tell  him  fo, 
but  he  could  not  believe  me,  for  no  fervant 
could  go  fuch  a  journey ;  therefore  I  muft  be 
fbme  Lord,  Knight,  or  man  of  rank,  and  that 
he  fhould  expect  a  ranfotn  forme  ;  then  he  order¬ 
ed  our  Captain  and  crew  on  board  their  own 
Ship,  but  the  three  paffengers  muff  remain  with 
him  ;  we  were  then  put  into  three  different  ap¬ 
artments  in  the  fhip,  that  we  might  have  nodif- 
courfe  together  ;  in  the  room  where  I  happened 
to  be,  were  two  Italian  lads,  which  he  had 
caught  upon  the  coaft  of  Syria ,  1  was  glad  of 
their  company  as  I  could  converfe  with  them  in 
their  own  language  •  they  told  me  fince  he  had 
took  them,  he  had  robbed  one  French,  two 
Ragufian,  and  twoVenitian  fhips,  and  in  all  pro¬ 
bability  he  would  ferve  us  the  fame;  immediately 
upon  this  I  heard  fome  groans  overhead,  I  afked 
of  feme  of  the  men  what  w'as  the  matter, but  they 
made  rne  little  an  fiver,  till  after  I  was  fet  at  li¬ 
berty,  they  then  told  me  the  Captain  was  in¬ 
formed  one  of  the  men  was  about  to  fet  the  fhip 
on  fire,  and  that  immediately  on  his  coming 
on  deck,  he  drewT  his  fword,  and  clove  his  head, 
then  ordered  his  body  to  be  caff  into  the  fea,  as 

the- 
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the  fhips  were  near  each  other,  thofe  on  board 
ours,  were  fearful  he  had  fet  upon  us  paffengers* 
which  (thank  God)  was  not  the  cafe. 

Next  morning  our  Captain  came  on  board  m 
to  fee  what  was  to  be  done  with  us,  and  after 
fomc  difeourfe  was  ordered  to  return  to  the  Hi  ip, 
and  take  with  him  the  two  other  paffengers,  bus 
that  the  Englifhman  mufc  ft  ay  a  little  longer, 

I  told  my  Captain  that  I  would  not  remain 
behind,  and  he  requefted  the  Turk  not  to  detain 
me,  alluring  him  there  would  be  no-  ranfom,  and 
that  the  European  merchants  in  Egypt  had  given, 
him  certain  information  what  I  was;  he  laid  no 
matter  he  ihould  detain  me  a  little  longer;,  la 
when  our  Captain  was  gone  with  the  other  two 
paffengers,  I  was  ordered  into  the  cabin,  when 
the  Turk  afked  me  many  queflions,  among 
others,  if  the  young  Italian  had  any  money,  and 
what  goods  were  in  the  fhip,  I  told  him  I  was 
quite  ignorant  of  the  whole,  as  I  never  faw  the 
fhip  nor  any  per  Ion  belonging  to  her,  till  i  went 
on  board  at  Alexandria  ;  he  then  ordered  his  boat 
to  be  manned,  and  arming  himfelf  and  his  men* 
took  me  with  them  into  the  boat,  and  went  on 
board  our  Ihip,  it  being  in  the  forenoon  our 
Captain  prefented  him  and  his  Officers  with 
coffee  •  after  which,  the  Turk  in  return  ordered 
his  men  to  take  what  he  thought  proper  »  fo  he 
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fobbed  our  fhip  of  many  articlcs,and  then  left  us. 
All  this  day  we  were  in  great  fear,  not  daring  to  go 
on  the  ifl&nd  or  do  any  thing, we  lay  quite  ftiil  till 
the  evening,  when  they  called  our  Captain  to  go 
on  board ;  he  went,  not  daring  to  rcfufe*  and  was 
interrogated  rcfpedling  the  courfe  he  intended  to 
fleer;  he  anfwercd  it  would  be  as  the  wind  permit¬ 
ted;  the  Turk  then  gave  him  a  black  fhcep, which 
he  had  taken  from  off  the  ifland  and  difmifed 
him  ;  our  Captain  now  told  us  he  thought  them 
a  cc  Bad  fort  of  Turks,”  and  feared  they  would 
come  on  board  at  night  and  put  us  all  to  death  ; 
he  therefore  ordered  us  to  put  on  warm  cloath- 
ing,  to  arm  ourfclves,  and  have  the  long-boat 
ready,  that  in  cafe  we  faw  them  coming  toward 
us  in  the  night,  we  might  make  for  the  ifle  -  I  told 
the  Captain  I  feared  the  ifle  being  fo  fmall,  we 
could  do  little  good  in  attempting  to  refill  him  5 
thenhelookedup  andfaid,  “Let us  truft  in  God;’* 
we  lay  awake  undifturbed  all  night,  and  in  the 
morning  had  the  pleafure  of  feeing  them  hoift 
fail  and  make  away  ;  this  (hip  had  four  maftsj 
the  only  one  I  ever  faw  of  the  kind. 

When  they  were  gone  we  threw  the  net,  and 
got  fome  fmall  filb  of  various  kinds ;  we  then 
went  on  fhore  to  a  village  near  the  middle  of 
the  ifle,  where  were  only  a  few  women  and  chil¬ 
dren,  the  men  being  hid  among  the  rocks,  on 
account  of  that  devil  as  they  called  him;  having 
*  \  '  been 
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been  there  fix  days ;  we  could  only  procure  a 
little  breads  a  few  eggs,  and  chickens,  water 
was  very  fcarce ;  the  inhabitants  arc  Greeks,  and 
are  fubjedt  to  the  Turks* 

-  September  1 2th.  The  wind  being  favorable 
we  failed  for  the  ifle  of  Sianco  or  Stagno  where 
we  were  fupplied  with  plenty  of  water,  breads 
fruit,  and  white  wine,  which  latter  we  purchafed 
by  weight.  Our  Captain  went  to  the  Council 
and  declared  in  what  manner  he  was  treated,  by 
the  Turkifh  pirate,  Which  Council  immcdiatly 
wrote  to  the  Minifter  at  Conftantinople ,  an  ac¬ 
count  of  the  whole  tranfadHon.  We  left  Stance ^ 
and  pafied  the  ifle  of  Pdtmas ,  it  is  eighteen 
miles  round,  but  has  fcarcely  either  wood  or 
water,  here  St.  John  wrote  his  Revelation  ;  the 
Greeks  have  a  place  of  worlhip  on  the  Grotto,  t 
where  he  compofed  the  work,  and  over-head  is 
a  chink  in  a  rock,  where  they  fay  the  Holy 
Ghoil  revealed  the  myilcries  to  him.  Faded 
Malta,  Sicily,  Corcica ,  Sardinia ,  &c.  &c.  and  after 
a  very  tedious  paffage  of  forty-two  days  from 
Alex  andri a  arived  at  Leghorn •

Here  are  three  Lazarettos,  into  one  of  which 
I  was  obliged  to  go  and  remain  thirty  days 
quarantine,  thefe  Lazarettos  are  upheld  by  the 
Grand  Dukf;  of  Tufcany ,  a  whole  fhips  company 
tfcay  remaid',  or  affociate  together,  butperfons 
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coming  in  different  fhips,  may  not  approach  one 
another :  this  place  is  in  the  form  of  a  Garrifon^ 
a  range  of  houfes  with  a  canal  round  about ;  at 
fun  fet  every  pcrfon  his  locked  in  his  room,  and 
at  fun  rifing  the  doors  of  every  room  are  fet 
open,  and  we  were  allowed  to  walk  in  the  court 
the  whole  day  if  we  choofe  it;  this  place  is 
guarded  by  foldiers,  both  day  and  night :  Every 
pcrfon  has  a  room  and  water,  for  which  he  pays 
nothing;  but  they  mu  ft  have  a  fervant,  orfome 
perfon  in  town  to  bring  them  what  they  want ; 
they  may  take  any  thing  in,  but  give  nothing 
out,  except  papers,  which  muft  be  fmoaked  with 
brimftone ;  and  money,  which  is  caft  into  water  • 
all  this  is  a  precaution  againft  the  Plague, 

December  ift.  I  got  out  of  this  prifon,  and 
was  glad  to  walk  in  a  free  country  once  more  5 
and  after  viftting  my  friends  in  Leghorn ,  and 
fpending  eight  agreeable  days  among  them,  I  fet 
out  for  Rome ,  where  I  arrived  on  the  1 5  of  De¬ 
cember,  and  remained  till  the  26th  of  March ; 
when  taking  leave  of  my  friends  I  embarked  at 
12  o’clock,  and  May  26th,  at  thi  fame  hour  I 
arrived  at  London .  \

1  fhall  conclude  this  fhort  narrative  by  diferrr 
bling  the  rout  by  which  I  returned ;  I  returned 
three  ftages  on  the  Florence-road ,  then  took  that 
of  £^//*,thcfirft  town  I  came  to  is  called  Cafte- 
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lanay  it  has  formerly  been  a  ftrong  place  •  the 
next  was  Narni>  hanging  on  the  fide  of  a  hill5 
with  the  river  below,  here  is  a  moft  pleafant 
profpedt  of  a  fruitful  plain,  very  much  like  the- 
land  about  Pt%a»  Four  miles  fouth  of  this  is 
the  greateft  cafcade  of  water  in  Italy ;  from  this, 
Js  a  mod:  pleafant  road  winding  among  the 
mountains,  to  the  city  of  Spolletto ,  Handing  in 
the  midft  of  a  moft  beautiful  landfcape ;  Poligne 
next  prefents  itfelf,  and  from  here  I  afcended  a 
very  high  mountain  (I  believe  one  of  the  ap~ 
penines,)  to  the  city  of  Polentina ,  arrived  at 
Loretta  a  very  fmall  city,  but  fuppofed  to  be 
the  richeft  of  its  fize  in  the  world  ;  it  Hands  on 
a  hill,  with  a  river  on  either  fide,  and  the  lea 
on  the  eaft  ;  from  here  in  clear  weather  may  be 
feen  the  mountains  >of  Crocea .  Went  to  fee  the 
holy  houfe,  in  which  our  Lord  dwelt  at  Nazareth , 
in  Gallilie ,  they  believe  it  was  carried  by  Angels 
to  Balmatea  in  Greece ,  on  the  eaft  fide  the 
Gulf  of  Venice ,  but  the  people  then,  not  pay¬ 
ing  proper  veneration  to  it:  After  three 
years  flay  was  removed  to  Loretta ,  where  it  now 
remains. 

The  rich  prefents  beftowed  on  this  place  is 
utterly  aftonifhing ;  I  alked  the  keeper  of  the 
treafury,  at  what  he  valued  this  building,  he 
anfwered  <c  ten  million  feeding  a  church  fur- 
rounds  this  houfe,  with  many  fiver  lamps  which 
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are  continually  burning ;  at  the  end  is  the  trea« 
fury  where  prefents  are  received?  and  kept  in 
framed  glaflesdn  the  center  is  this  fmall Holy-HouJth 
it  is  an  oblong  fquare,  without  any  roofe,  there 
are  two  doors  oppofite  to  each  other,  and  that 
end  which  hath  the  chimney,  hath  alfo  a  fmall 
door  to  itfelf,  being  in  fa£t  a  fmall  room,  walled 
in  from  the  reft  of  the  houfe,  and  intirely  laid 
round  with  gold  and  fllver  ;  over  the  chimney 
ftands  a  ftatue  of  the  bit' fled  Virgin,  with  the 
child  Jefus  in  her  arms ;  the  whole  of  entire 
gold,  fet  with  dimonds,  and  a  trepie  crown  on 
her  head  ;  the  houfe  itfelf  is  full  of  fllver  lamps 
always  kept  burning. 

Continued  my  journey,  and  two  ftages  brought 
pne  to  Ancona ,  the  beft  port  which  the  Pope  pof~ 
fefes  on  the  Adriatic-fea  j  the  caftle  ftands  on 
a  hill  above  the  town  ;  the  cathedral  on  another, 
a  handfom  new  quay  for  flipping,  and  a  good 
lazeret  for  thofe  who  perform  quarantine.  Faf¬ 
fed  fundry  places  of  little  note,  and  arrived  at 
Modenai  journeyed  to  Mantua ,  thence  to Lignago, 
Paduay  failed  down  to  Venice  where  I  flayed 
twelve  days. 

Continued  my  journey,  arrived  at  Vicenza 
this  city  is  four  miles  in  circumference  ;  the  next 
place  of  note  is  that  Romantic  looking  place 
Verona  %  Sanding  on  the  river  Poo ,  on  the  banks 
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of  this  river  are  many  engins  for  throwing  water 
into  the  Gardens ;  an  amphitheatre  the  mod. 
complete  in  Europe ,  though  not  fo  large  as  that 
at  Rome . 

Arrived  at  Turin,  the  feat  of  the  King  of  Sardi¬ 
nia, \t  is  only  two  miles  and  a  halfin  circumferance 
but  beautiful  andpleafanti  here  I  was  permitted 
to  fee  the  Palace,  but  find  myfelf  totally  inca¬ 
pable  to  defcribe  it,  the  furniture  and  paintings 
are  fo  inexpreflibly  elegant  $  had  the  pleafure  of 
feeing  the  King  and  Royal  Family  go  to  church* 
which  is  their  cudom  every  day  at  12  o'clock  ; 
he  his  in  is  fixty-fix  year  of  his  age ;  the  chape] 
foyal  is  in  no  means  fich  in  proportion  to  the 
Palace, 

Arived  at  the  bottom  of  the  Alps^  thence  along 

I  a  pleafant  valley  to  Sufa,  a  retired  like  place, 
where  his  Sardinian  Majeffy  has  a  Fort ;  here  the 
yf/pj  Hands  very  high,  and  fparkle  with  budics, 

I  huts  and  houfes,  which  as  it  were*  hang  over 
1  the  precepices ;  a  little  farther  our  carriage  was 
3  £aken  to  peices,  and  carried  over  the  mountains 
on  mules  •  arrived  at  the  half-way  houfe  and 
1  changed  horfes,  this  pofl-houfe  is  in  amiferable 
place,  nothing  all  round  to  be  feen  but  fnow, 

1  although  it  was  now  the'2d  o i May.  Travelled 
t  on  to  Genoa ,  the  capital  of  Switzerland ;  John 
i  Calvin  was  a  native  of  this  place,  and  mod  of 

the 
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palfed  though  France ,  and  as  befpre&id 
in  London ,  May  26,  1791. 
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Though  often  in  danger,  X  never  received  any
